REPORT OF THE SUPERINTEND- 
ENT OF ADVANCED REGISTRY 
OF THE HOLSTEIN-FRIES- 
IAN ASSOCIATION OF 
AMERICA 
President and Members of the 
Holstein-Friesian Association: . 
Whenever I attempt to speak of the 
merits of Holstein-Friesian cattle, I 
am always reminded of the man who 
undertook to show the wonders of 
Niagara to his German friend. After 
exhausting his vocabulary in pane- 
gyrics on the awe-inspiring scene he 
closed by asking, “Is it not wonder- 
ful, is it not sublime to see such a 
vast body of water unceasingly 
plunging over such a precipice?” To 
which after due deliberation his friend 
replied, “Vell’ vadt ist to hinter idt?” 
So it is when one attempts to rhap- 
sodise on the wonderful productions 
in milk and fat shown by our great- 
est of all dairy breeds. You Hol- 
stein-Friesian breeders sit calmly 
back and softly say: “Well what is 
to hinder them? Are they not Hol- 
stein-Friesians?” For over thirty 
years I have been with the breed, an? 
during the last eight years as your 
Superintendent of Advanced Registry 
more official test work has passed 
through my hands than has ever 
passed through the hands of all other 
men combined; and I too am asking, 
“Well! what is to hinder them?” 
The onward march of the breed is 
irresistible; records are only estab- 
lished to be broken. What would 
have been called large »roductions 
but a few years ago are now looked 
upon as only moderate; and none of 
us would be willing to affirm that the 
limit of production was yet in sight. 
There is no excitement, no boom; but 
just a steady determination on the 
part of eur breeders to give the 





Mr. 


breed a chance, fully confident that 
the breed will do the rest. They are 
right in this. As the breed has made 
good in the past, so it will continue 
to make good in the future. It al- 
ways moves’ forward; whatever 
ground it gains, it holds. It is quite 
true that, because through our short- 
time test it has been fully proved that 
the per cent fat in milk can be in- 
directly affected by feeding, our 
tests are meeting with some criticism. 

For many years most of our dairy 
instructors have taught that the 
milk of any cow is practically con- 
stant, and that it can not be affected 
to any extent as to its component 
parts by the feed consumed. We have 
shown that the condition of the cow 
at time of freshening is an all im- 
portant factor for consideration. Any 
man who will unduly shorten the lac- 
tation period of his cows in order to 
force them to dry fatten before fresh- 
ening may well be considered an ene- 
my of the breed and of the short-time 
test; while the man who after an ex- 








haustive lactation period puts his 
cows into condition for freshening js 
to be commended. We have largely 
given up following the tezchings of 


nature. In a natural condition her- 
bivorous animals give birth to their 
young in the spring at about the time 
the grass will furnish plentiful sus. 
tenance; and it is not so long ago 
that farmer-dairymen, even in the 
dairy sections, tried to bring their 
cows through the winter with the 
least expenditure for feed. The ex. 
pression “spring poor” described the 
condition of the animals. 

A fleshy *ondition was rightly as- 
sociated wi*h parturient apoplexy or 
milk fever, and consequently as some- 
thing to be avoided. It was even 
taught that to keep the cows in rather 
a thin condition insured better and 
stronger calves. Milk fever was in- 
deed a dread disease; its victims 
were always the best cows in the 
herd. Were they the best because 
when dry they had a tendency to take 
on flesh, and so be better prepared 
for the next lactation period? [I 
think so. The air treatment has 
banished the terrors of milk-fever, 
and has given to the breeders of 
dairy cattle all the advantages to be 
derived from properly caring for 
their cows while dry. If our short- 
time test has resulted in but the one 
thing of teaching the importance of 
having dairy cows in strong, healthy, 
moderately fleshy condition at fresh- 
ening, it has added millions to the 
wealth of the country. : 

But it is doing more; it is evolving 
an economic cow that is little short 
of a marvelous perpetual motion dairy 
machine—a cow that while in milk 
uses her food for milk production,

and when dry stores up body fat to 
be converted into milk fat as soon 
as she freshens. The people believe 
in the Holstein-Friesian cow because 
she never disappoints them.

The breeders of all this 
territory are doing more or less of 
officia] test work; and all those tak- 
ing it up for the first time are en- 
thusiastic over results. Through tests 
they learn the possibilities resulting 
from properly feeding and caring for 
cows, and the whole herd 1esponds to 
the changes introduced. 

During the past fiscal year, the of- 
ficial test work done by our breeders, 
inclusive of that done in semi-of- 
ficial tests amounts to a total of over 
8,800 weeks; they having had 6,431 
cows under test for periods of not 
less than seven consecutive days. Of 
these cows, 114 began their records 
not less than eight months after 
freshening, and 356 completed records 
reported, 187 were extended to 14 
days, 8 to 21 days, 413 to 30 days, 
5 to 40 days, 16 to 60 days, 3 to 90 
days, 2 to 120 days, 1 to 150 days, 
and 32 to an irregular number of 
days. The average by ages or class- 
es were as follows:

men. For instance, there is the mat- 


ter of placing ear tags upon calves, as 
soon as born. This is quite an im- 
portant means of security. 

In many herds the entire supervi- 
sion is by one man, the owner or 
hired manager, as the case may be, 
and he is the only man who knows 
the young stock. Suppose this indi- 
vidual should drop dead, there is not 
a person living, who could go into 
the pens of unregistered calves and 
distinguish one from the other. The 
seriousness of such a situation would 
be apparent to anyone, when possi- 
bly, daughters of King of the Pon- 
tiacs from large record dams could 
not be told from calves of relatively, 
very inferior breeding. But why not 
avoid any possibility. of such a situa- 
tion! The method of taging is very 
simple, requires but a moment of 
simple; requires but a moment of 





time, and gives positive security. The 
adoption of the system guards 
against mistake in registering the 
calves; it safeguards the purchaser; 
it adds to the prestige of the man 
using’ it. 

Many a man has paid out hard 
earned cash on. life isnurance for 
which he would have to die to win. 
Here is an opoprtunity for obtaining 
security as good as any life insurance 
and no premiums required. Don’t 
look aseant at the propsoition be- 
cause it is so inexpensive nor wait 
to lock your barn when the horse 
is stolen. Adopt the system now; it 
is being used by some of the leaders 
in the cattle breeding business. 
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There is another 
matter of impor- 
tance by which addi- 
tional security can be obtained and 
that is by placing a card, announcing 
the feed ration, in a frame over the 
cow, in front of the stanchion, where 
the name and record of the animal 
usually appears. The name and rec- 
ord card is much better placed on 
the other side of the stanchion, where 
visitors can see them while exam- 
ining the capacity and milking quali- 
ties of the animal. They can then 
readily compare the record and breed- 
ing, as suggested by the name, with 
the individuality of the cow, much 
to their satisfaction and instruction. 

With this precaution taken any 
good farm hand could go along with 
the cart and weigh out the feed as 
instructed by the card. Wouidn’t the 
thought ease your mind? Certainly 
high, producing Holstein-Friesians 
need their feed and according to rule. 
Why, with this plan in use, a man 
could leave the farm of a sudden 
with a clear conscience; he could 
almost be sick with pleasure; yea, 
he could even drop dead without ask- 
ing permission. Why not make use 
of all such free security and run 
your business on the safest lines pos- 
sible?

This herd of 5,961 animals, of 
which over one-half were heifers with 
1st or 2nd calves, produced within a 
period of seven consecutive days 2,- 
415,752 lbs. of milk containing 85,- 
866.315 lbs. of butter-fat; thus show- 
ing an average of 3.55 per cent fat. 
The average production for each ani- 
mal was 405.3 lbs. of milk, contain- 
ing 14.405 lbs. of butterfat; equiva- 
lent to over 57.9 lbs. or 27.57 quarts 
of milk per day, and 16.8 lbs. of the 
best commercial butter per week. In 
comparison with the year before, it 
will be seen that some of the classes 
gain slightly and some lose slightly, 
the gain being much greater then the 
loss. The average milk production 
for each animal of the herd was in- 
creased by 3.4 pounds, and the fat 
by fifteen-hundredths of a pound; the 
average of 3.55 per cent fat remained 
the same.

This herd of 356 animals of which 
nearly one-half were heifers with 
first or second calves, produced in an 
average period of 346 days 5,041,- 
962.9 lbs. of milk containing 173,- 
547.22 lbs. of butter-fat; thus show- 
ing an average of 3.44 per cent fat. 
The average production for each ani- 
mal was 14,162.9 lbs. of milk con- 
taining 490.3 lbs. of butter-fat; 
equivalent to 572.02 Ibs. of the best 
commercial butter per year. During 
the year, in addition to the milk and 
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fat, 113 cows and heifers were tested 
for tota] solids. The 113 animals of 
all ages produced 1,606,292.6 lbs. of 
milk containing 55,052.76 lbs. of fat 
and 192,554.09 lbs. of total solids. 
The average per cent fat was 3.43 
and the per cent total solids, 11.99; 
the proportion of the fat to the solids 
not fat being as 1 to 2.5. The aver- 
age production for each animal was 
14,215 lbs. of milk containing 487.24 
Ibs. of butter-fat and 1,704.01 Ibs. of 
total solids. 

There is nothing truer than the 
law of averages however it may be 
applied; and it will be noted that 
with nearly 6,000 animals tested last 
year and over 5,000 the year before 
the average per cent fat for the 7- 
day test, made in the earty part of 
the lactation period, is 3.55 in each 
instance. Also that with 356 animals 
in semi-official long-time test it was 
shown last year that the ratio of the 
fat to the solids not fat in average 
Holstein-Friesian milk was as 1 to 
2.50, while the year before the aver- 
age ratio was as 1 to 2.51. 

I believe that it is now fully proven 
that the milk of Holstein-Friesian 
cows much exceeds the milk of any 
other dairy breed in the ratio of its 
solids not fat to the fat. As the 356 
animals in long-time test produced 
173,547.22 Ibs. of butter-fat, it is 
evident that had they all been tested 
for total solids they would have shown 
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423,686.05 lbs. of solids not fat. Such 
an amount is equivalent to nearly 217 
tons of digestible nutriment. Even 
with so large a ratio of solids not fat 
to the fat as is shown in Holstein- 
Friesian milk, it will be seen that to 
meet a standard requiring 12 per 
cent of total solids it requires Hol- 
stein-Friesian milk testing fully 3.45 
per cent fat; while with any breed of 
cattle showing a lesser ratio of 
solids not fat to the fat that standard 
would require a much higher average 
per cent fat than 3.44. As I have re- 
marked before, any double standard 
in which the per cent fat required is 
lower in proportion than the per 
cent of total solids required is a 
rank fraud upon the producer. 

Now if we turn to the prize-lists 
and compare the best records made 
during the year with the leading 
records of one year ago, we will find 
that the record has been broken dur- 
ing the past year in but seven classes 
of the four prize divisions, but that 
in some of the classes the best record 


of a year ago has been exceeded by 
more than one animal. In the full 
aged class Pontiac Lady Korndyke, 
30.422 lbs. fat from 601.4 lbs. milk, 
held the record a year ago; but this 
great record has now been exceeded 
by that of Johanna De Kol Van 
Beers, 32.059 lbs. fat from 863.4 lbs. 
milk: Valdessa Scott 2d, 33.5 lbs. fat 
frem 694.6 lbs. milk; and K. P. Pon- 
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tiac Lass, 35.343 lbs. fat from 585.9 
Ibs. milk. In the Junior three-year 
class of this division, the record of 
27.923 lbs. fat from 624.8 lbs. milk 
held one year ago by Hazelwood Aag- 
gie De Kol, was Surpassed by Fin- 
derne Pietertje Johanna, 28.164 lbs. 
milk; and the leading cows in the 7- 
day division now are: Full aged class, 
K. P. Pontiac Lass, 35.348 lbs. fat 
from 585.9 Ibs. milk; senior fours, 
Agatha Pontiac, 29.52 lbs. fat from 
575.8 lbs. milk; junior fours, Fair- 
mont Zerma Segis Pietje, 28.484 lbs.

The other class show- 
ing a breaking of the record was the 
junior three-year class in which Find- 
erne Pietertje Johanna, 113.26 lbs. fat 
from 2,701.7 lbs. milk, displaced K.

Ibs. milk. The leading animals in 
the several classes of the 30-day di- 
vision now are: Full aged class K.

2nd, 639.15 lbs. fat from 19.349.5 lbs. 
milk; while in the senior two-year 
class three remarkably large records 
have exceeded the record of 716.42 lbs. 
fat from 18,150 lbs. milk shown by 
Maple Crest Pontiac Korndyke one 
year ago. The three heifers to ex- 
ceed this great record by making yet 
greater records were Johanna Piebe 
White, 723.68 lbs. fat from 20,685.2 
Ibs. milk; K. P. Lady, 737.74 lbs. fat 
from 17,760.2 lbs. milk; and K. P. 
Manor Kate, 818.73 lbs. fat from 22,- 
106.4 Ibs. milk. It would seem that 
it would really be some time before 
this last great record is exceeded. 
The cows and heifers now leading the 
several classes in the semi-official 
division are: Full aged class, Ban- 
nostine Belle De Kol, 1,058.34 lbs. fat 
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from 27.404.4 lbs. milk; senior fours 
Vale De Kol Elliston, 832.38 Ibs. fat 
from 24,191.9 lbs. milk; junior fours 
Daisy Grace De Kol, ‘962.8 lbs. fat 
from 21,718.3 lbs. milk; senior threes, 
Queen julien Dirkje, 817.88 Ibs. fat 
from 19,124.38 milk; junior threes, 
Lilty Aucartra,, 672.

Four hundred and twenty-six ani- 
mals appear in the prize-lists of the 
seven-day division, 134 in those of the 
thirty-day division, 100 in the “eight 
months” division, and 330 in the semi- 
officia] division; the total number of 
animals reported as winning prizes 
or being debarred under the rules be- 
ing 990. The bulk of our tests is 
made in the seven-day division. In the 
full aged class of that division 102 
cows are listed, the lowest of which 
and winner of the 70th prize produced 
nearly 22 1/3 lbs. of butter-fat; 
while among the 115 listed junior 
two-year-olds, the lowest heifer win- 
ning the 70the prize produced 15 Ibs. 
of fat. During the year, 58° cows, 6 
senior four-year-olds, 7 junior four- 
year-olds, one senior three-year-old, 
and 3 junior three-year-olds, 75 ani- 
mals in all, have produced above 24 
Ibs. fat in seven days; showing a 
slight increase in number for the year. 
I certainly thought a year ago when 
increasing the number of prizes in the 
full aged and junior two-year classes, 
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that it would give lower records a 
chance to win; but the increase in 
number of great producers has been 
so large for the year that it yet re- 
quired nearly 22 1/3 lbs. fat for 4 
ful] aged cow and above 15 Ibs. fat 
for a junior two-year-old to win any 
prize whatever. It is certainly a high 
honor for any cow to get a place in 
the Holstein-Friesian prize-list. 

The semi-official long-time test is 
accomplishing all that was expected 
of it, and is constantly increasing in 
popularity. Over 400 cows were in 
test during the year; but “some of 
them were sold while on test and not 
continued, and others had to be dis- 
continued for various reasons. The 
monthly milk reports as made by own- 
ers have with one or two exceptions 
been highly satisfactory, and the 
method of checking by supervisor's 
reports and averages seems all that 
was needed to place the semi-official 
test on the same high plane so long 
occupied by the official test. I am 
glad to be able to say that the rec- 
ords made under semi-official test, as 
conducted in accordance with our 
rules and checked in the Advnaced 
Registry office, have my full confi- 
dence. It is now evident that in the 
near future this form of test will be 
a most important factor in fixing 
values for Holstein-Friesian cattle; 
and many breeders selecting bulls to 
head their herds are now giving pref- 
erence to those whose dams stand high 
in both the A. R. O. and A. R. S. O. 
divisions. I especially recommend 
this form of test to such breeders as 
are able to do their own milking. 

As most breeders in the habit of 
making tests know the old preliminary 
report has practically become obsolete 
teing replaced by the pzartial pre- 
liminary report, though the blanks 
are furnished to all State Agricul- 
tural Colleges, is not mentioned in the 
rules, there seems to be some confus- 
ion in the minds of new supervisors 
as to what sort of a report they are 
to make. I shall therefore propose to 
our incoming Board of Officers the 
amendment of the rule in regard to 
the making of preliminary reports 
substituting partial preliminary re- 
ports made during the test for the 
preliminary report made at the close 
of the test. A much larger number 
of suvervisors has been required dur- 
ing the past year for the conduct of 
the tests than ever before; and they 
have as a rule been prompt in the 
making of partial preliminary reports 
so as to keep me closely in touch 
with all tests showing large produc- 
tions. Although the minimum pro- 
duction making a re-test desirable for 
ample verification has been materially 
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increased during the past year yet be- 
cause of the very large number of 
tests showing large production the 
number of varification tests has been 
very much increased over last year. 
In seventy-three instances during the 
year a verification test has been 
ordered and the results have in all 
but a very few cases been very satis- 
factory. 

The number of certified reports 
with diagrams attached showing that 
identification is not complete, has 
been larger than usual for the year. 
In nearly all cases the carelessness of 
the party making the diagrams shown 
on the original application for regis- 
tration is at fault; and I would again 
impress upon our breeders the neces- 
sity of comparing the diagrams shown 
on the Certificate with the color- 
markings shown by the cow whenever 
making a purchase. 

One of the main functions of the 
Advanced Registry office is to supply 
reliable data to those interested in 
Holstein-Friesian cattle. This is done 
in several ways, of which the chief 
ways are in the publication of the 
official reports and of the Advanced 
Registry. But the issue of official 
pedigrees and the supplying of data 
to aid our breeders in their advertis- 
ing and in the conduct of their busi- 
ness steadily grows in importance. 
For this service our breeders have 
paid during the past year over $800, 
and I am sure that the service rend- 
ered has been satisfactory, and that it 
fills a real want. The office is always 
ready to furnish data at a reasonable 


price, and to issue official pedigrees | 
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at prices stated in the Schedule of 
Fees. But it should be understood 
that the Association does not issue 
any other than the regular printed 
pedigree, and that all typewritten 
pedigrees, as well as catalogue work, 
is left to private parties. The printed, 
éxtended official pedigree, bearing the 
Seal of the Association, of the sire 
at the head of the herd is a great aid 
to the owner in the making of sales 
of his progeny. 

The Official Dairy Instructors As- 
sociation, an association composed of 
officers in charge of tests of dairy 
cows at the state agricultural colleges 
of the several states engaged in official 
and semi-officia] test work, wishes to 
bring about uniformity in the official 
test work for the several associations 
of breeders of dairy cattle, and has 
appointed a committee consisting of 
Professors C. H. Eckles, H. H. Wing, 
and H. E. Van Norman to meet with 
committees they have asked the sev- 
eral dairy cattle breeders associations 
to appoint. They ask and practically 
demand that uniform report blanks 
shall be used by the several associa- 
tions; that the Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation shall adopt a double stand- 
ard for admission to its Advanced 
Register, so that cows may be entered 
in semi-officia] test without regard as 
to whether or not they have ever 
been admitted to the Advanced Regis- 
ter on a not less than seven-day of- 
ficial test, that the interval between 
freshening and the beginning of any 
official test be extended from the six 
days now required to twenty-one days: 
and that the supervisor in charge of 
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He is senior herd bull at Chicago Stock Farm, owned 
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the test be not required to make any 
affidavit as we now require. No doubt 
our incoming Board of officers will ap- 
point a committee to take up these 
matters; but I trust that all the points 
suggested to us for our consideration 
will not be insisted upon to the full. 

The amount of official and semi-of- 
ficial test work done by New York 
breeders is very large, and it has at 
times and especially in the spring 
been difficult for the New York State 
Agricultural College to furnish super- 
visors as promptly as is desirable. For 
several years our Board of Officers 
has been annually asked to authorize 
the secondary schools of agriculture 
at Canton and Morrisonville to take 
charge of the testing of Holstein- 
Friesian cows in New York and to ap- 
point supervisors to conduct official 
tests, and at the last annual meeting 
I was appointed a committee of one 
to investigate the matter. I find that 
both Canton and Morrisville are will- 
ing to take up the work, and to help 
us in every way possible; but I also 
find that there is much more to the 
question than appears upon the sur- 
face. Canton wishes a strict delimita- 
tion of territory, which as our asso- 
ciation does not regard even state 
lines could not be granted; but Mor- 
risville does not ask any such delimi- 
tation. 


I find that Prof. Wing’s office has 
appointed 136 supervisors since Oc- 
toker 1, 1912, for the conducting of 
tests, and that of these but eighteen 
were students at the time of their ap- 
pointment. About 11 supervisors 
were employed continuously while they 
so served; and unless supervisors can 
obtain practically continuous employ- 
ment they do not care for the work. 
Also in the spring, especially, the 
young men will not endanger their 
chances for summer employment by 
continuing in official test work; nor 
will those whose services are required 
at home be willing to remain to do 
this work. New York has a flat rate 
charge for test work of $2.25 per day 
for supervisor’s time, plus one dollar 
for each cow that qualifies; and owing 
to the long and short haul factor, I 
do not know whether or not any 
change that might be made would 
also necessitate an advance in the 
fees charged for test work. 

To me it seems that one large em- 
ployment center can command the ser_ 
vices of a larger number of young 
men fit to act as supervisors than 
could three smaller centers combined; 
but the man who can not get a su- 
pervisor just when he needs him most 
is very likely to dissent from this 
view. I believe that this is a ques- 
tion that New York breeders should 
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themselves settle through their clubs; 
and I have reported to our Board of 
Officers that if New York breeders 
are willing to take the responsibility 
of causing any increased shortage of 
supervisors that may result, I as Su- 
perintendent of Advanced Registry 
am willing that the secondary state 
agricultural schools shall be author- 
ized to take charge of official test 
work. 

To the close of the last fiscal year, 
a total of 23,331 animals have been 
admitted to entry in the Holstein- 
Friesian Advanced Register; of which 
number 1,611 were bulls. During the 
past year, 4,133 cows and 293 bulls 
have been admitted as original en- 
tries; while 2,298 cows have been 
admitted to re-entry under the rules 
governing such re-entries. The total 
of entries for the year, not including 
any re-entries of bulls, is 6,724. The 
receipts and expenditures of my of- 
ffice for the fiscal year were as fol-

The work of the Advanced Regis- 
try office has increased by about 
twenty-five per cent during the past 
year; the amount of printed matter 
turned out being very much larger 
than ever before. It required 208 
pages, 6%4 inches by 10 of six point 
type set solid, to contain the Official 
Reports of the fiscal year; there be- 
ing twenty-five issues and none of 
them containing less than eight 
pages. The usual number of the Of- 
ficial Reports and Prize-Lists pamph- 
let, covering the work done during the 
fiscal year of 1911-1912, was printed 
and distributed. Six thousand copies 
of the 8th edition of the Outlines of 








the Holstein-Friesian Registry Sys. 
tem were issued and divided in vary. 
ing quantities among those State 
Agricultural Colleges that made ap- 
plication; and I believe that this lit. 
tle booklet is doing good work for 
the breed. The demand for it stead. 
ily grows, and it will be necessary to 
increase the number of copies of the 
9th edition. Several thousand copies 
of the small pamphlet, entitled “Some 
Results Attained” were printed and 
mailed out as a separate pamphlet; 
while 20,000 copies of a larger pamph- 
let entttled ‘“1,000-lb. Holstein-Frie- 
sian Butter Cows” were printed and 
distributed at the fairs, dairy shows, 
and through the publicity bureau of 
Secretary Houghton’s office. The 
23d volume of the Advanced Register 
was printed and delivered last Oc- 
tober, it being the last volume to be 
printed in the old form. The cor- 
respondence of the Advanced Regis- 
try department has been kept up as 
closely as possible, it being the aim 
to give prompt service in this line. 

As many of you know our Board of 
Officers in taking over the Year Book, 
in accordance with your action at the 
‘ast Annual Meeting, has thought 
best to combine that book with the 
Advanced Register, changing the 
form of the Advanced Register as 
well as its name; and in future this 
took is to be called the Advanced 
Register Year Book. The name de- 
scribes the form of the book. The 
entries to the 24th volume of the 
Advanced Register are condensed to 
one line each like an index, and will 
form about one-fifth of the book. 
The other four-fifths, or more, of 
the book is given up to the Year Book 
entries. The Year Book part, for- 
merly known as the Blue Book, will 
be more complete than ever before, 
and so be more available and valu- 
able as a reference book. The 24th 
volume will contain all sires with 
their tested daughters, and all sons 
and daughters of such sires as are 
sires or dams of tested cows. The 
book will be bound in a blue cover, 
so the name Blue Book will still hold. 

The only objectionable feature is 
the size of the book; but with the 
rapid growth in number of tested 
cows, this can not be helped. As 
said before. the 24th volume will be 
complete; but succeeding volumes 
vill only list all inactive sires bv 
“ame, and will omit their lists of 
daughters. An inactive sire is one 
that has no tested daughters in that 
vear’s official work, nor any son or 
Jaughter that appears fer the first 
time as the sire or dam of a tested 
deughter. Thus it will ke necessary 
for everyone to have the 24th volume, 





and thereafter keep his set full. The 
price has been fixed by our Board of 
Officers at one dollar per copy to 
members of the Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation, and two dollars to non- 
members. The subscription books 
will open on June 15th, and no sub- 
scription can be accepted unless the 
fee accompanies it. Drafts, checks 
or postal money orders jshould be 
made payable to M. H. Gardner, 
Supt., and mailed to me at Delavan, 
Wisconsin. Receipt card will be sent 
in acknowledgment. 

The copy for the 24th volume of 
the Advanced Register part of the 
new publication was sent to the prin- 
ters a few days after the close of 
the fiscal year; and the same is now 
nearly all in print. The cards for 
the Year Book portion are complete, 
and we shall try to furnish the copy 
to the printers as fast as they can use 
it, so as to get the book ready for 
mailing in the shortest possible time. 
For records made during the year 
just closed $13,705 has been appor- 
tioned as prize money among 217 
breeders; a portion of the classes in 
the “eight months” and semi-official 
divisions not having been filled, and 
leaving uncalled for a small portion 
of the money offered. If our finances 
will bear it, I recommend the same 
appropriation for prize money for the 
present year as was appropriated for 
the last fiscal year. Owing to the 
change in form for the 24th volume 
of the Advanced Register made by 
our Board of Officers, the alphabeti- 
cal list of cows tested during the fis- 
ca] year can no longer be ready for 
distribution in pamphlet form at our 
Annua] Meetings; but in addition to 
this report and as forming a part 
of, I submit in pamphlet form a re- 
port of the prize winning cows in the 
several classes of the four prize divi- 
sions. With such wonderful records 
included, I desire to congratulate 
every breeder whose name appears.

THE MAKING OF THE DAIRY COW 

The best forecast of the future dai- 
rv cow is the number of pounds of 
feed received from wearing time vn- 
til two vears of age. The ratio he- 
tween the productive capacity of the 
cow and the care given her during the 
crowing period is quite constant. 
Constitution and ecanacitv can only be 
gotten by suvvlying the necessary 
buildine resuirements. Large, -strone 
cows are the results of care while 
heifers. The dairvman must be both 
a breeder and feeder. Tmprover feed- 
ing defeats the verv obiect soucht bv 
breeding. The dairv cow is a highlv 
svecialized animal and, like all spe- 
cialized animals, there is a tendency 
to ward reversion, this tendency in- 
creasing with the more higlhy devel- 
oved and improved animal. Scant 
feeding causes as rapid reversion to- 
ward the unimproved type as does 
careless breeding. 

The animal must adapt itself to its 
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surroundings, and reversion is no 

more than adaptation; so if the food 

supply is not sufficient the greatest 

development, which means the great- 
est efficiency, is not possible.

HANDLING DAIRY COWS 
By William Galloway 


I want to lay a lot of emphasis on 
gentleness among cattle. It is so im- 
portant that cows and growing young 
stock be gently handled that I want 
to give you a little advice because it 
means dollars in your pockets. Mak- 
ing milk is a complex process with the 
cow and while she is going forward 
with it from day to day she must be 
treated gently or her nervous system 
is disarranged and she cuts down the 
flow and you notice it in the milk 
pail. Every comfort must ke given 
her in the way of handling and stab- 
ling and she must not want for the 
smallest thing her appetite or bodily 
comfort craves if she is to stand up 
to the strain of making a good profit. 

If she is stabled on a hard floor 
without bedding, is irregularly fed, 
knocked on the rump with milk stools, 
whipped, yelled at, until she is so 
nervous she wants to jump into the 
manger or through the stanchion—if 
these things are forced upon her she 
is going to make her owner pay well 
for the privilege of doing them. Go 
into the barn of any first class dairy- 
man and look about for yourself. You 
will see cows contented and peaceful, 
chewing their quids, resting, apparent- 
ly doing nothing—except making milk. 

Especially among highly bred cattle 
will harshness shown to them be seen 
to result in a lessened milk supply. A 
heavy milker is always one that is 
highly strung in nervous tempera- 
‘ment. She is just as hardy, as strong 
and as willing as the loafing cow 
that takes your bit of rough treat- 
ment without showing it. If one of 
my milkers would go down my line of 
Holstein-Friesian cattle, either along 
the calf pens or behind the milking 
cows, and rap them with stools or 
pails or sticks or their hands, I would 
get him off the farm at once. Every 
time he uttered a harsh threat while 
stanchioning the cows I know it would 
cost me a quart of milk. 

A cow that has to lie down on a 
cold unbedded floor runs chances of in- 
juring her udder by the cold. She soon 
learns to stand rather than lie down. 
Then she becomes restless and shifts 
about and will step on the udder of the 
cow lying next to her if given half 
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a chance. Many a cow has been in- 
jured in just this way. 

Regular feeding is very important. 
When feeding time approaches a good 
cow begins to move about in her stall 
or stanchion and look for the feeder. 
If she is kept worrying about it she 
wil Inot give the greatest amount of 
milk because the demand of her di- 
gestive organs is not responded to 
with food. 

Habit has much to do with this al- 
so. Let a feeder who does not care 
when he feeds and milks, take charge 
of a herd which has had punctual at- 
tendance, and right away the flow of 
of milk drops down and unless the 
owner knows the reason, the flow is 
never recovered. 

In winter, force the cows out on a 
raw day and make them stand humped 
in the wind or go foraging down the 
lane and into the corn stalks and 
you”’ll get no milk. An abundance of 
unchilled water winter and summer is 
one of the important cow comforts. 
Salting regularly is another. A cow 
is a very peculiar factory into which 
is taken the raw stuffs and from 
which she turns a highly finished 
product. Every thing she needs to 
make the most output is an impor- 
tant cog in the wheel and if omitted 
she fails to do perfect work. Don’t 
forget this. She must have every 
comfort. She must not be exposed. 
She must not be abused. She is al- 
most human, for though she cannot 
talk she can make herself understood 
by the dairyman who knows his 
cows—Kansas Farmer.
